It's only money - lots of it 


Tewksbury's street woes

Tewksbury has 235 roads that were never “accepted” by a vote of 
town meeting. With over 500 roads in the town, that means that 
half of all named streets, legally, don't exist. A "pavement survey" 
done a few years ago revealed that the town has 135 miles of paved 
road, but many of those roads -- smaller roads in particular -- can't 


be fixed. 


The town has been plowing and patching all "public" roads for 
years, but only town money can be used. (Roads through condo 
projects are private, and the town doesn't touch them.) The annual 
"Chapter 90" funds from the state, raised through traffic tickets and 
similar means, cannot be used on unapproved roads; leaving the 


town in a bind. 


There are dozens of roads in town -- undoubtedly you can name a 
few -- that are in desperate need of resurfacing. But at a cost of 
some $10 per foot for a new coat of asphalt, and up to $56 per foot 
for complete restructuring, Tewksbury doesn't have the money to 
do all the work. If Chapter 90 funds can't be used because the street 
was never accepted, the town certainly can't afford the work. 

Very simply, if you live on any one of dozens of small side streets 
in Tewksbury, and your road needs repaving, don't hold your 
breath. The town would have to pay for that resurfacing work out 
of pocket. One estimate given for repairing all of the streets in town 
was placed at $7 million -- a major éxpense. 

Also, town meeting approval is not cheap. A formal plan for each 
new street must be drawn up, at a cost of $200 to $300 per road, or 
around $55,000 total to fix the problem. An alternative is to draw 
up an "official town street map," at a cost of some $50,000 but the 
town map would have to be updated regularly. 

Part of the blame for this problem must lie with the Tewksbury 
Planning Board. The board is tasked with granting permission to 
build new roads, since most of the new streets are constructed as 
part of subdivisions. Sandalwood Circle, Cardigan Road, John E 
Smith Drive -- all were built to support subdivisions, but the streets 
were never brought before the voters for approval. Should the 
planning board have to come up with the $200 to $300 per street for 
a voter acceptance plan? Possibly, but highly unlikely. The board is 
given only a minimal operating budget. 

‘The planning board should definitely consider adding a charge to 
all new developments to cover the cost of a street acceptance plan, 
Since the board is allowed to bring articles before the voters at the 
Town Meeting, the planning board could keep this problem from 
recurring in the future. A few hundred dollars spent every year 
will keep the street list current, and there will never again be a long 


list of unaccepted streets. 


For now, however, the town is faced with a sizeable expense that 
must be paid, one way or the other. 


Natural power 


It seems thé, everythingdis_ 


"natural" these days..We haye 
natural foods, natural beverages, 
natural cosmetics and natural 
healing. On the energy front, some 
utilities are now turning to Mother 
Nature for the production of 
electricity. 

Most people remember the oil 
crisis of the 1970s. The 
government was offering 
incentives for innovative energy 
sources. Solar power and wind 
power machines became the rage. 
During the following decade, 
however, their popularity faded 
like the Red Sox in September. 

When most people think of 
windmills, they think of Holland. 
Windmills, however, have been 
used for centuries to pump water 
for irrigation or to "mill" or grind 
corn. 

It now appears that wind power 
generation is becoming an 
economical alternative to gas and 
oil turbine generators. The new 
windmills are said to be more 
reliable than their 1970s 
counterparts, They are also slowly 
gaining the acceptance of the utility 
industry. 

The new wind turbines are of two 
basic designs - two or three blade 
propellers and vertical "eggbeater" 
vanes. The new designs allow for 
more efficient wind capture. They 
also operate more effectively in 
low and -high wind speeds. They 
can produce power in winds that 
vary between 10 and 65 mph. 

In spite of the recent upsurge in 
popularity, wind generation 
accounts for only about one 
percent of all US power 
generation. The more cynical 
among us might think - that 
Washington, D.C. would be the 
most favorable area for wind 
turbines, but in actuatity, it is 
California, Although there are no 
operating wind generators here in 
New England, some utilities are 
already planning demonstration 
projects. 

capital cost of wind turbines 
is’more than that of gas or oil 
turbines. However, wind power 


does not require fuel. On a long 
term opérating basis ‘they can, 
therefore, be competitive. For 
example, wind power suppliers 
recently quoted the state of 
California a price of five cents per 
kilowatt, California has committed 
to 14 percent of its power supply 
by renewable energy over the next 
30 years. 
One of the attractions of wind 
power is that it is environmentally 
benign. There are no emissions and 
no depletion of our natural 
resources, That's not to say that 
there are no problems associated 
with 
machines. A two year study in 
California found that hundreds of 
eagles and other birds were killed 
by the turbine blades. The state is 
taking steps to reduce this risk by 
painting the blades to increase 
visibility and installing noise 
makers to scare the birds off. 
Another power source blowing 
into the marketplace is the gas 
emanating from landfill. The 
natural decomposition that takes 
place in the landfill produces many 
gases with methane being the chief 
by-product. Until recently, the 
gases were just vented to the 
atmosphere. New changes in 
Federal regulations, however, now 


require landfill gas management.” 


This is leading to more methane 
gas to energy projects. The largest 
such project to date is in Los 
Angeles where landfill gas is 
running a power plant. Methane 
gas is also produced as a byproduct 
in some sewage treatment plants 
where it can be captured and used 
to heat the building. 

Federal regulations, economics, 
and ingenuity are forcing us to 
look at more environmentally safe 
alternatives to our problems. Wind 
power and landfill gas obviously 
are not a panacea for our future 
power needs. They could, 
however, become part of an 
integrated plan to provide clean, 
safe electricity in the next century. 

In the meantime, don't look for 
any windmills at the old town 
dump. :

pursue this option. Certainly if and 
when issues arise concerning such a 
course of action, Mr. McCoy will 
refrain from either voting or 
discussion. Will he, however, be 
able to remain completely 
impartial on other matters that 
arise during the course of his term, 
considering the animosity that a 
suit of this nature would produce? 
We elect representatives to act on 
our behalf for our country, state 
and town. We cannot forget in 
doing so nor can they, that their 
job is to make decisions that are in 
their constituents’ best interest.

Any dog or cat vaccinated for 
rabies for the first time must 
receive a second vaccination nine to 
12 months after the date of the 
initial vaccination, according to 
Peter Theran, V.M.D., a vice 
president with the MSPCA and the 
State Rabies Coordinator for the 
Mass. Veterinary Medical 
Association. After the second 
vaccination, the animal may be 
revaccinated at one to three year 
intervals, depending on the 
recommendation of the vaccine 
manufacturer. 

If an animal that has been properly 
vaccinated becomes bitten or 
exposed to a rabid (or suspected 
rabid) animal, the vaccinated animal 
does not have to go through the 
initial two vaccinations again, but 
must be boostered immediately 
unless the animal was vaccinated 
within the last 30 days prior to the 
bite, in which case a booster would 
be necessary. 

The animal which has not received 
its initial two vaccinations nine to 12 
months apart will not be considered 
currently vaccinated beyond one 
year of its most recent vaccination,

Any animal that has received its 
two vaccinations nine to 12 months 
apart, but now is overdue for a 
rabies vaccine, will be considered 
unvaccinated until the next rabies 
vaccine is administered. The initial 
series of two rabies vaccines within 
nine to 12 months does not have to 
be repeated. 

In institutions where the 
vaccination history cannot be 
documented (as frequently happens 
at vaccination ¢linics), it is 
recommended that the vaccine be 
repeated nine to 12 months to 
ensure long term protection, Only 
those cases where it can be 
documented that two rabies vaccines 
have been administered within nine 
to 12 months apart sometime in the 
animal's life, can a currently 
administrated rabies vaccine be 
considered adequate as defined by 
the vaccine manufacturer, 

All animals that are not vaccinated 
within the proper time interval will 
not be considered vaccinated against 
rabies.

Skill Olympics 
Students from Shawsheen Tech 
displayed winning skills in such 
diverse categories as advertising 
design, knowledge of health topics, 
and air conditioning and refrigera- 
tion at the U.S. Olympics of 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America (VICA) in Kansas City

Something, perhaps the speculated 
tenth planet in our solar system, 
occasionally nudges a comet out of 
line and into its suicidal fall toward 
the sun.

Comets approach the 
sun from all angles, luckily, so only 
a couple are going to cross the line 

around the sun that we follow. 

Only a few, but it only takes one to 
really ruin your civilization. 

Could it happen? Certainly. When 
the night sky lights up with a meteor 
shower (Friday, August 13, will be 
the peak of the Perseid meteors, the 
best show of the year), it means that 
the Earth is moving through the trail 

of debris left by a passing comet that 
came through at some earlier time. 
In other words, there was a comet at 
some point in history which directly 
crossed through our orbit, leaving a 
trail of pebbles. Yikes! 

Picture the Earth as a softball on a 
string which is being swung in a big 
cirale, Now, imagine that a local kid 
is thowing slushballs at the guy who 
is swinging the string. The kid has 
all the slushballs he could ever want, 
So he's going to keep throwing them. 
Sooner or later, simple probability 
states that one of those snowballs is 
going to hit the softball in a glancing 
blow, or even dead on, 

Emphasis on dead. 

With the Jupiter event now under- 
way, we are secing huge, devastating 
explosions from the impact of the 
comet chunks, and the biggest of the

The novel, by Larry Niven and 
Jerry Pournelle, is titled "Lucifer's 
Hammer” but the title is based upon 
the name of the comet. The story has 
nothing to do with Satan or any of 
that crap, so enjoy the read. 

Keep watching the Jupiter show 
this week, but remember that “there 
but for the Grace of God" goes the 
extinction of the human race. The 
next comet could wipe us out.

dies of crib death. That was 
probably the big thing behind 
that,” he says. “It’s such a weird 
little mystery that I just couldn’t 
help but be curious about it.” 

1s the book based on his life? 

“Not really. 

“It’s kind of hard to say 
exactly where an idea comes 
from when you're writing 
things,” he says. “All these expe- 
riences you have, your subcon- 
scious just kind of sifts through 
them and kind of pulls out the 
stuff it wants, and you start 
writing and that’s it.” 

Angelosanto credits his inspi- 
ration to Stoneham High 
English teacher Kevin Conroy. 
“He was unbelievable,” he says. 
“Without him, I don’t think I’d 
be writing at all or reading. My 
life would have been very differ- 
ent. I was very disappointed 
when I found out he’d left 
because I wanted to give him a 
copy of the book. No one has a 
forwarding address for him, He 
just kind of vanished.” 

Angelosanto has written 
about other subjects: “just about 
everything - the Hollywood 10; 
love poetry - that’s not depress- 
ing at all; my favorite pen.” 
After spendirig a year and a half 
on this first book, he’s ponder- 
ing his next topics, is not look- 
ing to produce another epic, but 
hasn't ruled one out. 

When it came to publishing 
and marketing his work, every- 
thing came together. “It was 
kind of a weird little story,” he 
says, spinning a tale of coinci- 
dences, a new publishing compa- 
ny, a photographer who saw the 
same possibilities in cemeteries 
as he did. “Working out where 
it’s sold has been kind of fun in 
a way. I really didn’t know how 


to go about it so I just started 
calling stores.and I would get 
transferred around and I would 
meet a lot of really nice people.” 

According to Angelosanto, 
“The Season of Passage” is sell- 
ing well and available for $4 
through him at 3 Walsh Ave. in 
Stoneham, and at Tower 
Records in Boston, Cambridge 
and Burlington; all Newbury 
Comics locations; the Bookcellar 
Cafe in Cambridge; and Outer 
Limits in Waltham. A special 
autographed edition with an 
audio cassette is available exclu- 
sively at Gargoyles, Grotesques, 
and Chimeras in Boston. And 
the Electronic Book Version is 
available from D&S Associates 
in Westwood. 

“I have no scars and I don’t 
walk around the house moping 
all the time,” says Angelosanto, 
who is also into tie-dyed shirts, 
“Ghastly” magazine, and Jim 
Morrison, “I like to do a lot of 
different things, go to concerts 
and movies, read, eat out a lot. I 
always have a great time. 

“We have the myth estab- 
lished I suppose that I’m not 
ever going to shake, that I’m 
always going to stand around in 
the rain. Believe it or not, I can 
actually have a good time some- 
times.” 

Angelosanto is scheduled to 
read his poetry on Sunday, 
August 7th, for half an hour 
beginning at 7:30 p.m., at the 
Bookcellar Cafe in Cambridge. 
He'll be accompanied by bass 
player Bob Ross of the jazz band 
Debris and a few other musi- 
cians, 

If you can’t catch him there, 
he has some last words for the 
lost romantic in you: “Buy the 
book and have a good time and 
enjoy it.”

Hard to believe, especially 
with the usually stodgy 
Schwarzenegger in the lead, but 
much of “True Lies” plays like a 
campy, funny, overblown James 
Bond flick. And the special 
effects are far more impressive 
than those used for the classy 
British spy. 

In a dual role, Schwarzeneg- 
ger is a spy who saves world 
over the weekend, then returns 
to suburbia to play house with 
his mousy wife and sullen 
daughter (Massachusetts native 
Eliza Dushku).

The movie even turns a 
little nasty as Schwarzenegger 
humiliates his spouse in an 
embarrassing and gratuitous 
scene that takes advantage of 
Curtis, a spunky actress who 
deserves better.
